EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

a) Claim 19 depends on claim 20, and it is not an independent claim; 

b) Claim 3 depends on claim 20, and not on claim 19. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 1 , 12, 14-16, 18, and 23-31 are allowed, as the prior art of record does 
not teach or suggest a nuclear magnetic resonance process, wherein a second 90- 
degree RF excitation pulse following the sequence of 180-degree RF excitation pulse is 
applied, and at least one spin echo is encoded differently than another spin echo 
obtained by the application of the sequence, in combination with the remaining 
limitations of the claims. 

Claims 3-10 and 1 1-22 are allowed, as the prior art of record does not teach or 
suggest an NMR process, wherein RF energy, subsequently to the RF energy

application according to a driven equilibrium technique, is applied according to a fast- 
spin echo technique to the imaging object, including application of an RF pulse 
corresponding to the angular precession frequency for a selected plane of the imaging 
object, in combination with the remaining limitations of the claims.
